Your Highness, Foreign Office, May 6, 1980. 

WE have agreed that it is desirable, in view of the recent 
accession to the Afghan Throne of His Majesty King Muhammad 
Nadir Shah, to reaffirm the validity of the Treaty concluded at Kabul 
on the 22nd November, 1921, with the four letters annexed thereto* 
and the Trade Convention concluded on the 5th June, 1923.t 

2. I accordingly have the honour to place on record that it 18 
our understanding that these two Treaties continue to have full force 
and effect. | 

8. It is understood that the continuance of those facilities in 
points of detail which were found necessary and allowed in practice 
by either of the Parties to the Treaty of 1921 in the time of the 
former King, Amanullah Khan, shall form the subject of friendly 
arrangement in cases where such arrangement is necessary.
